Registration  of  firearms  In  Canada  hu  been 

extended  until  September  30,  at  which  datr.  pre- 
sumably, the  work  will  be  completed.  Because 
the  subject  Is  one  of  Importance  to  all  clytlOns 
who  have  firearms  of  any  nature  In  their  pos- 
session, and  because  serious  penalties  are  pro- 
vided for  those  who  fall  to  comply,  efforfiB  should 
be  made  by  the  authorities  tn  see  that  the  regu- 
lation Is  brought  fully  to  the  attention  of  the 
public.  Later,  no  excuse  will  be  accepted. 

It  is  one  thing  to  declare  a  new  regulation 
under  a  Federal  statute,  and  another  to  take 
adequate  steps  to  see  that  the  public  hears  about 
it.  As  ignorance  of  the  law  is  no  excu.se,  law- 
making bodies  th.emselves  are  placed  under  a 
continuing  duty  to  see^tt  whatever  laws  are 
made  are  well  publicized.
